Seven weeka bave passed since the 
horrible massacre at Ifwa Sang. Dur- 
ing the greater portion of that period a 
Commission, on which there are British 
and American ‘representatives, has been 
conducting an enquiry at the city: of 
Kucheng with the object of seeking out 
and punishing the murderers and the 
Jeaders in tha Vegetarian movement, 
while Sir N. R. O’Conor has been going: 
through the farea of diplomatic for- 
malities in the vain hope of obtainin; 
the punishment and degradation of the 
higher officials of Fokien and the minor 
officials of Kucheng District, to whose 
connivance the opportunity to commit 
the crime was due. Wa have no objec- 
tion to the diplomatic troatment of the 
affair at Peking, but from the firet we 
hove ingisted on ‘tho necessity of a 
strong show of force at Foochow aud 
the punishment of the officials and mur- 
derera at Kucheng. The massacre was 
essentially o matter calling for swift, 
atern retribution. ‘The circumstances 
under which the massacre took place, 
the distinct knowledge we had of the 
growing hostility of the Vegetarians, 
and the iniquitous complacency with 
which the officials regarded the pre- 
parations for the oppression of the native 
Christians and the prutal murder of our 
own English girls, gentle messengers 
of peace and good-will, of men and’ 
women who had forsaken the comfarts 
ofthe Homeland and the pleasant in- 
tercourse of their friends to isolate 
themselves in the interior of China amid 
ignorance, poverty and squoler, in order 
to diffuse spiritual and intellectual en- 
lightenment and. to bestow. physical 
benefite,—these considerations, coupled 
with our knowledge of the Chinese and 
the duplicity and procrastination .of Chi- 
nese oficialiom, impelled ua te stggest 
the immediate despatch of British 
soldiers to Kucheng and a demonstra- 
tion ot British warships at Foochow. 
We knew that if the matter was left to 
the Chineso nothing would be done, at. 
any rate, nothing satisfactory. We 
foresaw tho failure of the Commission 
of Enquiry. We would bave thought 
ritish Cabinet Ministers. and 


knowledge of human nature in the 
abstract, if not of the Chinese character, 
to recognise the folly of appointiag 
guilty. persons to try themselves, No 
satisfactory ar adequate redress could be 
looked for from the Provincial officials. 
The British Government cannot even 
turn to Peking in the hope of securing 
the punishment of all guilty persons, 
high and low, for the so-called Ohineac 
Government is incapable of enforcing 
its behests in any part of its vast 
dominions. The whole country is see- 
thing with rebellion. Almost’ daily, 
now, risings and outrages are reported 
from every quarter. Cannibslism, 
rapive, murder are allowed to go un- 
punished at a compartively short dis- 
tance from the cosst. Native Christians 
are subjected to revolting cruelties. 
The anti-foreign feeling, fostered . by 
officialdum, encouraged by the pusillani- 
mity and hesitation and criminal‘weak- 
ness of Foreign Governments, is spread- 
ing throughout the length and breadth 
ot the land. Nothing else can be ex- 
pected when the Chinese are allowed 
to murder Foreiguers with impunity, 
when the Foreign Governments con- 
tibue to treat China ag ‘they would 
a civilised Power, ‘ignoring ar 
glossing over her many travagressions 
ot Foreign treaties, She has the good 
sense to truckla to Japan, but the 
lossous of the war of 1860 are now

A parley began which lasted until 
tiffin, Thoy first discussed a proclamation 
which the District Magistrate had issued a 
fow days before in which he discriminated 
unfairly against the native Christians. Hoe 
said that Vegotarians aud Christians might 
enter the Lieng Kak or villaga guards, bat 
that bafore Christians entered they were to 
be examined carefully to learn in what 
year and what month thoy had entered the 
Church.

Have you never seen tho doings of 
those adhorents of ‘heterodox hinds of 
doctrine’! ‘They create oud establish 
aundry denaminations. Daringly and dis- 
solaraly thay impose upon people by 
Oxtravapaut titles whilet outwardly veiling 
and covering up their misdueda, Shoot 
them. as the wild otela in the forest; stone them 
like rats on the road, Allof asudden, some 
fine morning, shall their heads be severed 
from their necka without mercy. 

You may well take the proverbial 
example uf te front car, It’s worth your 
whils to consider the ruts of the cir upset.

Finally, now in theso times of national 
prosperity, whon pvery living thing . can 
find ita sustenance, when the influences of 
education extend even to the multitude of 
insects, aud its benign powers foach oven 
plants and trees, when nourishmeat and 
warwth hoa its resources, when tho 
peoplo have enough both to maintain 
theie wives and children and to serve 
their parents, we must congratulate our- 
selvea that we livo ia such a time, when 
the Kmpire at largs*is at pence and all may 
rejvice, Donot provoke the penalties of 
thy State. Ds not rebel against tho 
Imperial statutes. Let each “man mind 
his own business, and all will thon enjoy 
peaco and tranquility. Then, whenovor 
the autumnal Iabours in tha figids are 
finished, the eight sactificea will be offered, 
and in spring, at the aueritica tothe apirils 
of the land, a boiled lamb is placed on the 
altar, Thua, as to men, thoy will ovor 
onjoy longevity, while Heaven, also, will 
shower un them its blessings.
